Twenty years of continuous maladminis- 
tration under the demoralizing Inlluences 
of interstine war and of bad finance have 
infected the whole governmental system of 
the United States with the cuncerous 
growths Of false constructions and corrupt 
practices. Powerful clau-es have acquired 
pecuniary interests in official abuses and 
the moral standards of the people have 
been impnired. To redress those evils is 
a work of great, difficulty and labor aud 
cannot be a, cmirdislied without the most 
energetic and eltieieut personal action on 
the part of the Chief Kxecutive of the tot- 
public. 

"The canvass and administration whicli 
it is desired that I should undertake would 
embrace a period of nearly five years, nor 
can I admit any adusiou as to their bur- 
dens. 

THREE YKAR.H OK EXPERIENCE 

In the endeavor to reform the municipal 
government of the city of New York and 
two years of experience in renovating tie 
administration of New York, have made 
me familiar with the requirements of such 
a work.

I HAVE NOT THE PHYSICAL STRENGTH 

To carry through. To reform the admin 
istration of the Federal Government, to 
realize my own idea, and to fulfil the just 
expectations of the people would indeed 
warrant, as they could alone compensate, 
the sacrifi ei which the undertaking would 
involve. But in my condition of advancing 
years and declining strength I feel no assur- 
ance of my ability to accomplish these ob 
jects. I am therefore, constrained to say , 
definitively, that I cannot now assume tl."

The limes says: "As Mr. Tilden's letter 

N which have guided his official serv- 
and of his reasons for the resolution 
taken four years ago, and now reaffirmed, 
it is not a document which invites at- 
tack. To he sure, those familiar with Mr. 
Tilden's remarkable success in private 
affairs may be disposed to question the 
correstness of bis recolleotoii as to the 
amount of thought and effort he has found 
time to devote to the duty of influencing 
aright the action of governmental insti- 
tutions' in this country. But the vital 
P >i nt on what Mr. Tilden writes is his asssr 
lion that hs can not now 'assume the labors 
»f an administration or of a canvass.' He 
puts away a Presidential nomination he 
might have had, an act which has few pre- 
cedents. That act is extremely creditable 
to the good ssiiHe aud clear preemption of 
Mr. Tilden. It is mure than unselfish. In 
the presout divided condition ot the Bepub- 
lican party it is an act of great moment 
and promise. It removes from the Demo- 
cratic party a prospective candidacy which 
it seemed to desire aud to consider inevita 
ble a candidacy sure to be welcome to a 
large portion of that party and but obvi- 
ously not equally acceptable to the inde- 
pendent vote which the Democratic party 
can briug into alliance with itself in the 
comiiiB canvass. Not having acted with

Cincinnati, June Ki.— The Commercial 
Gazette editorially says: "It has been un- 
derstood that Governor Cleveland can have 
the combined good will of Tilden and 
Tammany, and that would seem sufficient 
for nominating purposes, but the news 
comes that the friends of Flower are car- 
rying the primary electious, aud that he is 
sure of some delegates. The effect will be 
to divide the vote of New York. It has 
seemed to enterprising and speculative 
Democratic statesmen outside the imperial 
State that the division of that State means 
that the nomination might go to Indiana, 
and this revives the hopes of the McDonald 
men. It is assumed that the impractica 
bility of the old ticket means that Hen- 
dricks, as well as Tilden. retires.

The skinniest whom 
it has been my fortune to see walked 
through the portalis at Queretaro the 
other day, w earing only a single garment, 
a pair of white cotton pantaloons. A 
coarse white cotton cloth, known as 
manta, is the staple fabric for the dress 
of the commonality. The Queretaro 
" skin man " was a laborer, the hour was 
noon and it was hot. Accordingly he 
threw his shirt carelessly over one shoul- 
der instead of carrving it on his back. 
Who would find fault with semi-nudity 
that had such an explanation ? No Mex- 
ican certainly would or did. Naked chil- 
dren playing in the sun and dirt are a 
common sight.
